Applicant further contends that 
there was a long felt need for the recombinant reproduction of ANT3. Applicants statements and declaration have been 
considered, but are unpersuas'rve. As stated in the rejection, the ANT3 protein is obvious. Cozens even references 
Neckelmann et al.. who teach protein in figure 4. The arguments of the Applicant seem to be based on the long felt need 
for large scale production of the protein, and not the protein itself. The protein was known from the teachings of Cozens, 
and it was obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art how to make it. . (See 37 CFR 1.116 and 41.33(a)). 
The amendments are not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121. See attached Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment (PTOL-324).
